THE CASE INFOLVES A SUIT FILED BY MA.J. GENe EDWIN A. WALKER 
AGAINST OVERSEAS WEEKLY REPORTER SIEGFRIED NAUJOCKS. WALKER CLAIMS 
NAUJOCKS TOLD AMERICAN SOLDIERS THAT HE, WALKER, WAS AN ILL MAN. 

THE SUIT IS PART OF THE CHARGES AND COUNTERCHARGES MADE BY 
WALKER AND OVERSEAS WEEKLY, AN AMERICAN-OWNED PAPER WHICH 
SPECIALIZES IN ARMY EXPOSES AND COURT STORIES INVOLVING AMERICAN 
TROOPS ABROAD. 

AFTER A 12-MINUTE HEARING, NAUJOCKS TOLD NEWSMEN HE IS UNWILLING 
TO MAKE ANY STATEMENT BEFORE THE INVESTIGATING JUDGE UNLESS HIS 
ATTORNEY IS PERMITTED TO FOLLOW THE HEARING. 

ACCORDING TO NAUJOCKS, THE COURT REFUSED TO PERMIT THIS. UNDER 
GERMAN LAW. AN ATTORNEY MAY BE REFUSED PERMISSION TO AID HIS CLIENT 
DURING A PRELIMINARY HEARING BY AN INVESTIGATING JUDGE. 

THE DACHAU JUDGE NOW WILL SEND THE RESULTS OF THE HEARING TO 
THE GERMAN PROSECUTOR IN AUGSBURG, HEADQUARTERS OF THE 24TH 
DIVISION, WHO WILL DECIDE NEXT MONTH WHAT WILL HAPPEN IN THE CASE. 

REFERRING TO WALKER'S ACCUSATIONS, NAUJOCKS TOLD NEWSMEN HE HAD 
HEARD THE GENERAL WAS ILL AND ASKED’A PRESS OFFICER AND TWO SOLDIERS 
OF THE 24TH DIVISION WHETHER THESE RUMORS WERE TRUE. 

WALKER IS BEING KEPT UNDER WRAPS IN HEIDELBERG, WHERE HE WAS 
TRANSFERRED AFTER BEING RELIEVED OF HIS COMMAND, PENDING INVESTIGATION 
OF OVERSEAS WEEKLY CLAIMS THAT HE USED HIS DIVISION INFORMATION 
PROGRAM TO DISSEMINATE AMONG HIS TROOP MATERIAL OF THE RIGHT-WING 
JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY. |
